SIMPLE CULTURAL DIRECTIONS FOR GROWING FINE DAFFODILS 

First of all buy good bulbs, early, usually you can -plant as soon as they are received. Daffodils are so easy to grow 
but should be planted in well drained soil, which can be enriched with bone meal, or a combination of bone meal and some 
potash in some parts of the country. Old barnyard fertilizer, if it has been spaded in for some time previous to planting, is 
beneficial. One of the greatest needs of Daffodils is moisture from the time that they are planted; all thru the south 
where rainfall is light, the beds should be soaked regularly in order to produce good foliage and big blossoms. Bulbs, 
large trumpets should be planted from five to six inches from the top of the soil, smaller bulbs less deep in proportion, 
these should be left in the some location and unly cultivated and with bone meal dug in each year, as soon as the foliage ap- 
pears, for at least four years for best results. Foliage should never be pulled or cut off until it has entirely died down, as 
it takes the foliage to build next year’s blossoms and bulbs. We like to plant Daffodils in among peonies, and back of tall
